Paul’s Spiritual 
Training for Service 


Gal 1:16¢-24 

Writing one-half of the New 
Testament books, and starting 
more churches then any single 
man, we are made to marvel con- 
cerning the Christian education 
and training of the great apostle 
Paul. As we dig into the Word of 
God we find Paul's education 
just as miraculous as his 
salvation. 

First, Paul never turned to any 
human authority for confirmation 
of either his salvation or call into 
the ministry: ‘Immediately 1 
conferred not with flesh and 
blood: Neither went I up te 
Jerusalern to them which were 
apostles before me.” Gal 1:16c- 
17a, 

Next, Paul went into the 
Arabian desert where Jesus 
Christ personally trained Paul for 
3 years: “But I went into - 
Arabia, and returned again unto 
Demascus. Then after 3 years I 
went up to Jerusalem to see 
Peter...” Gal 1: 17b-18a. Paul had 
our Lord’s special 3 year 
seminary course in the desert. 

Paul's visits with the other 
disciples were very limited as he 
was learning his Christian doc- 
trine. It was 3 years before he saw 
Peter, and then he only stayed 15 
days with him, ‘Then after three 
years 1 went up to Jerusalem to 
see Peter, and abode with him fif- 
teen days.” Gal 1:18. James, 
pastor of the Jerusalem church 
and brother of our Lord was the 
only other apostle Pau! met

during his training period. “But 
other of the apostles saw 1 none, 
save James the Lord’s brother.” 
Gal 1:19. It is probably the 
miraculous nature of Paul’s 


training which makes necessary — 


the words of Galatians 1:20: 
“Now the things which I write 
unto you, behold, before God, I lie 
not.” 


Following Paul's wilderness | 


training he begins immediately to 
contact the churches and begin 
his public ministry. “Afterwards 
I came into the regions of Syria 
and Cilicia; And was unknown by

‘unto the churches” because of his 


isolated training in the desert 
which Look him out of circulation. 
Paul’s isolation was broken by 
the glorious news: “But they had 
heard only, That he which per- 
secuted us in times past now 
preacheth the faith which once he 
destroyed, And they glorified 
God in me.” Gal 1:23, 24. Paul 
had changed from a non-Christian 
religious leader who openly per- 
secuted Christianity, to a 
Christian religious leader who 
openly preached the Christian 
faith. My friend you may be very 
religious and bitterly opposed to 
the simple gospel message you 
have been reading in this column 
each week. Why don't you lose 
your religion which is taking you 
to Hell and glory in the simple 
gospel of Christ’s grace which 
alone can take you to Heaven?

After tapering the 
rod is glued, straightened 
again and hung to dry over 
night. After drying the 
ferrules are attached along 
with the necessary har- 
dware, the guides are 
wrapped and tipped with

thread and the red is var- 
nished, waxed and num- 
bered, according to length 
and line weight, along with 
its serial number. 

Perrault makes only 
three piece rods, and all of 
his ‘‘Laurentian’’ model 
rods have interchangeable 
tips and midsections. They 
all carry his signature wrap 
and are a light coffee color, 
a tint Perrault gets by 
“tempering” in a special 
oven in his Florida shop. 

Perrault says that a rod 
should last for ‘‘five or six 
generations if it is well 
maintained and cared for’”’. 
He advises that after each 
use the rod should be 
carefully inspected for 
nicks and scratches and 
that once found they 
should be filled in with 
parrafin and rubbed down. 

Somewhere in the world 
are over one hundred Keith 
Perrault bamboo fly rods. 
He is not sure exactly 
where they all are but 
seems more concerned that 
once in the hands of their 
respective anglers they will 
perform faultlessly. 

Aside from being an ar- 
tisan, Perrault is, as you 
might expect, and expert 
fisherman as well as a 

Traine fresh-water 
biologist. This summer he 
has fished religiously, 
usually along the main- 
stream, and has logged 
over 250 catches, most of 
which, he is quick to add, 
were returned to the river. 
Perrault has also logged 
insect hatches and made 
detailed notes on various 
sections of the river. 

So, when he’s not fishing, 
he is usually working on fly 
rods. He guesses that there 
are possibly twelve to fif- 
teen active bamboo rod 
makers now working in the 
US. Most rods are built on 
milling machines which can 
accomplish in on swath 
what it might take 
Perrault twenty to thirty 
hours to do. But there is 
that deep-felt difference in 
a hand-built rod. There is 
the feeling of energy and 
strength which can only 
come from hours of delicate 
work, 

There are few people who 
actively pursue their 
creative energies and ar- 
tistic talents as intensely 
as Perrault, and what he 
accomplishes goes well 
beyond the exnectationg of 
the average man. Keith 
Perrault is worth sevking 
out, if not just for the lively 
conversaton, then for the 
wonderful experience of 
knowing and watching a 
true master craftsman.

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The thing about predicting presidential 
politics—especially more than a year 
before the campaign—is that anybody 
can be an expert. All you need is a pencil 
yyome paper and an outlet. 

"’ Such a view premises this week’s 
Almanack, which now goes on record 
predicting who is going to win the 1980 
presidential election. So, here goes: 

If more political troubles could find 
President Carter, they probably will. It’s 
been that sort of a political season for the 
‘beleagured President, what with in- 

flation, and energy crisis, and gas shor- 

tage, and disarmament talks, and what 
have you. 

' All of this apparently has helped to 
sphere the recent Lou Harris poll which 
(showed that not only could Mr. Carter 

have trouble winning the election if it 

were held right now, he may even have 
trouble winning his party’s nomination. 

The Harris survey surprised some folks 
with the astounding news that the in- 

cumbent president is now trailing 
Republican Ronald Reagan in public 

favor by a 51-43 percent margin, and even 
lags behind Sen. Howard Baker, another 
possible presidential opponent, by a slim 

46-45 score. In a Gallup poll, Carter also 

loses to Gerald Ford. Of small consolation 
eo Carter backers is the news that their 

‘champion still leads a fourth GOP 
possibility, Texan John Connally, in both 
Harris and Gallup. ; 
ie Of course, the poll margins have been 
shifting against Mr. Carter. Concludes 
_ -r pollster Harris: ‘There is now some real 
mf. indication that President Carter could 

-.. ""well lose to a Republican opponent in next 

i: year’s presidential election,”’ 

Pessimism pervades Democrats an- 
swering the Harris survey. Wide margins 
of those polled by Harris think Carter will

As competent pollsters do, Mr. Harris 
sounds some caution,

Carter, Now, here comes the fearless 
forecast part of this essay: The Almanack 
will predict that Carter can’t and won’t. 


Keeping in mind that things change . 


fast in politics and that public favor is 
one of the most fickle elements ever in- 
vented, and also keeping in mind that the 
nominations are more than a year away 
and the election even further in the 
future, here’s what my crystal ball 
reveals: 

Mr. Carter will continue to have his 
public and political problems, and his 
favor with the voters, as reflected in Mr. 


Harris’ above-quoted survey, will not 


move distinctly in Carter’s favor. Faced 
with this fact of political life, at some ap- 
propriate point close to the nominating 
convention, Mr. Carter will decide not to 
seek a second term. This decision, 
however, will not be made for in advance, 
as President. Iohnson decided in 1968; in- 
stead, Mr. Carter’s timing will be such 
that he will be able to have considerable 
influence on his successor nominee. 

California’s Jerry Brown will burn him- 
self out in the early running, and Sen. 
Kennedy will stick by his guns and not 
challenge Mr. Carter, nor will he consent 
to be nominated himself, even with Mr. 
Carter’s withdrawal, Kennedy will con- 
tinue to wait. Instead, the party—led by 
Carter and Kennedy—will turn to Walter 
Mondale, who will be cast as the political 
peace-maker and healing agent for any 
political wounds which may be left. 

On the republican side of the fence, the 
three campaigning front-runners will 
be—as the Harris survey in- 
dicates—Reagan, Baker and Connally, 
with George Bush also developing some 
strength. The plethora of possibles will 
make it impossible for any of them to 
manipulate a majority, and the 
Republicans--much like the Democrats 
with Mondale—will turn to a political 
peace-maker and healing agent who can 
bring the party factions together. Former 


’ President Gerald Ford will be nominated 


again. 
As I noted at the start of this column, 
the thing about political predictions is 
that any number can play the game. 
Every person is his-her own expert. . 
_ But if,it happens this, way, remember 
you ‘saw it here first.. Tf it. doesn’t, forget 
the whole thing.

1 am surprised that Mrs. 
Koernke’s letter published 
in the Avalanche issue of 
June 28, 1979, did not elicit 
printed commendations of 
her position on School 
financing, from your 
readers. With all the hue 
and cry about taxes, it 
seems to empasize we do 
live in a most complacent 
world, and people seem 
content to permit Govern- 
ment to take away the 
fruits of our labor without 


protest. 
‘In 1971, the State 
equalized value of 


Crawford County property 
for School tax purposes 
was approximately 
$40,000,000. The 1979 
total State equalized value, 
for the same purpose, will 
be $105,506,557. In the 
past nine years this is a 
total increase of ap- 
proximately $65,506,557 
(sixty five million five hun- 
dred and six thousand five 
hundred .and fifty seven 


dollars). 
Inasmuch as the total 
School tax represents 


about two-thirds of our 
yearly tax bill. the School 
District is by far the 
greatest beneficiary of 
property valuation in- 
creases, and the con- 
sequent increases in taxes. 
Now, whether the School 
says, but we don’t benefit 
from these increase en- 
tirely, is immaterial to the 
taxpayer, our tax bill for 
School purposes has in- 
creased tremendously over 
the past nine years. If the 
property tax system is so 
objectionable, as it has 
become, why don’t the 
School Administrators (or 
professional educators) 


work for a more favorable - 


system. They have the 
clout. The Michigan 
Education Association 
spent over one half million 
dollars to try and defeat 
the Headlee Tax Amen- 
dment, and other tax 
amendments, designed to 
subdue the increases in 
taxes. Have the various 
School Administrators 
joined hands to defeat any 
change in the system, to 
the increasing detriment of 
the taxpayers. 

When the fact is that far 
too many of our High 
School, and even College 
graduates, lack even the 
basics of training when 
they finish School, and 
when the so-called 
“professionals’’ refuse to 
listen to the taxpayers 
(voters), why should we, 
the taxpayers, support, or 
have any faith, in the 
present system. 

Why should we deny 
ourselves the basic needs 
to provide Schools with so 
many faults in the system?
